OTTAWA, Aug. 25.--An advance of 
approximately eight million doWars in 
the savings bank deposits is shown in 
the bank statement for July, com- 
pared with the June statement, It is 
an increase of about $20,006,000 over 
July, 1914 

This last statement is of particular 
interest, as it shows the comparative 
financial figures as against those of 
July a year ago, the last month prior 
to the outbreak of war. It will be 
seen that last month there was a 
slight decrease in the amount of eall 
and current loans both in Canada and 
elsewhere in comparison with June, 
Mad a swbstantia! falling off since 
July a year ago. 

Total assets show a decrease of 
$16,000,000 since the previous month,

LONDON, Aug, 26-—An officinl re- 
port on recent operations in the Gal- 
poli peninsula, issued tonight, set at 
rest rumors which have been in eir- 
culation for several duys, crediting 
the British troops with having either 
eut off or outflanked the Turkish 
troops opposed to them, The report 
states that while the ground gained 
is of wreat value the true objectives 
have not ‘been reached, 

In the first attacks, early in the 
month, the Australians and New Zea- 
landers reached ‘the summits of Sari 
Bahr and Chanak Bahr. commanding 
positions on the west coast of the 
peninsula, but through the failure of 
the new British landing party at 
Suvia Bay to make the progress ex- 
pected, the troops from the Domin- 
ions were compelled to fall back, An- 
other attack was made last Saturday 
but on this occasion, having lost the 
advantage of surprise, the British 
could not reach the summit and Were 
compelled to retire again. The report 
admits heavy British loss, but adde 
that those of the Turks must have 
been heavier. 

Altogether the British hold a éront 
of 12 miles along the west side of the 
peninsula, and at some pointa have 
penetrated a considerable distance in- 
to the interior. The Turks are mak- 
ing a Very stubborn defense of their 
positions, but’ the allfes have confi- 
dence that with the strong forcen at 
their command, and the assistance of 
the fleet, the Dardanelles will be forc- 
ed before the arrival of the unfavor- 
able weather, which is due towards 
the end of September, 

The Official Matement. 

The official statement followa: 

“It now ts possiMe fo ‘a fur, 
ther account of the importatit aper- 
ations which have ‘been in progress 
since August 6th on the western, ex- 
tremity of the Gallipoli peninsula. 
These comprise two separate lines of 


attack: First, from the old ‘Anzac’ 
position, which was delivered prin- 
cipally by Australian and New Zea- 


land troops; second, from the new 
landing at Suvia ‘Hay, in ‘which the 
fresh army was employed, An at- 
tack also was made in conjunction 
with these from Cape Helles towarda 
Krithia, 

"Very continuous § fighting. with 
heavy losses on both sides, resulted, 
Our forces have not yet gained the 
objectives at which they are aiming 
in either sphere, although they have 
made a decided advance toward them 
and greatly increased Ahe area in our 
possession. 

Were Forced to Withitraw. 
“The attack from ‘Ankac,’ after a

As yet 
has been unable to get the right mer- 
son, or find one who is willing to go 
into the far north for any length of 
time. Two have applied for the 
position and the department of edu- 
cation is doing what it can to secure 
a competent instructor, 
26 Years at Vermilion, 

Mr. Lawrence has ‘been in the Fort 
Vermilion district for the past 26 
years. (He has a farm of some 1,000 
acres, of which about 500 are under 
cultivation and 325 acres in crap this 
year. 

During ithe ipast few . seasons the 
dry ;weather has jbeen detrimentel to 
the crop and during the high qrices 
of furs the Indians and half-breeds 
got out of the way of farming. When 
the fur prices dropped, a year or so 
ago, these men putinagfew patches of 
grain on the prairie, ‘but the dry wea- 
ther was a splendid breeding wround 
for the grasshoppers and the result 
Was that there was no crop left. 
Those, however, who were thrifty 
enough to do summer fallowing have 
a good crop. In fact, Mr. Lawrence 
says that it is now necessary to sum- 
mer fallow in order to conserve the 
moisture, that a crop may ‘be assured, 

(Barley Cut 'Two Weeks Ago, 

When he left the north two weeks 
ago, ibarley ‘was ready to gut and the 
binders were at, works >< Foplowing 
this; ‘the wheat would De ready dor the 
reaper, and the «crop was looking 
Particularly well, and at hig eatimute 
wheat would yield 25 bushels to the 
acre and barley 35 (bushels. In the 
lower Peace River district Mr. ‘Law- 
rence says the crops are ‘the finest he 
has yet seen, 

A peculiar condition in connection 
with the (weather conditions in the 
north is ‘that while a few yearg ago 
there (was 60 much rain that the few 
settlersdespaired of the ripening of 
the crops, now the conditions have 
changed, so that ithe danger is from 
drought rather than from excessive 
wet. : 

Frost Late in June, 6 

This year there was a severe frost 
late in June which cut the vegetables 
down, (but the fine hot weather of the 


past few weeks tbrought them along 
again. 
As yet there are few people going 


into the Fort Vermilion country, ac- 
cording to the statement of Mr. Law- 
rence, and ‘this is due to the fact that 
the government had some time ago 
promised them a land registratioa 
office, ibut this has mot yet been es- 
tablished, |with the result that settlers 
who come into the district with the 
inention of locating are unable to file 


on the land they have selected, This 
is a serious drawback, and Mr Law 
rence teels that the people én the 
north country have mot ‘been rightly 
dealt with iby the Dominion govern- 
ment in this respect. 
Mail Facilitics Poor, 

Another complaint is the lack of 

proper mail facilities, The time} 


was when the mail was taken up the 
river, with the result that there swere 
ten mails a year, the months of Nov- 
ember and April being eliminated on 
account of the impossibility of navi- 
gating the river. Now, however, the 
mails are carried overland, and Mr. 
Lawrence feels that they are entitled 
to a mail at least once a month, and 
they are haping for a twice-a-month 
service. If the government would 
only establish such a service he feels 
that the cost of carrying the’ mail 
and freight would ‘be materially re- 
duced,
